The Zoo in Forest Park its stead-.

Board of Control, which held its 
monthly meeting at the Zoo grounds 


yesterday, said that in five or seven 
years the Zoo wil! be the best fn the 
United States. The board plans tod 


remove all the apparent barriers be- 


| tween the animals’ quarters and the// 
public promenades, except in the)! 
case of monkeys and birds, as is now || 


being done for the bears, 

Work on the new bear dens is 
progressing, and the first of three 
units now going up will be ready 
about June 1. The other two wnits 
will be ready by autumn and possi- 
bly next year five remaining units, 
_which are planned will be built. The 
dens are on a hillside and will pre- 
sent the appearance of natural rock, 


overgrown with mountainous foliage. 

An unseen moat will separate the 

bears from the spectators, and con- 

cealed shelters, with a keepers’ ga!- 

lery, are being builtin the rear. 
Dens Appear Natural. 

The “rocks” were formed from 
molds patterned after limestone 
the’ Mississippi River bluffs Con- 
crete shot from a “gun” gives. them 

1usua! strength and exposure to the 
con will turn their first white- 
ness into a more natural color. Por 
tions have been artificially colored. 
There are fissures and other seus 
in the “mountains” which, altoget

The Zoo 1 now has 17 bears. Among 


these is a pair of grizzlies that es- 
caped last August when someone 
broke a lock on the old-fashioned 
|Cage and created considerable ex- 
citement in the West End district 
through which they lumbered. Then 
there is the pair of brown, Kadiak 
cubs brought back from Alaska last 
year by Edwin H. Steedman and Ed- 
ward Mallinckrodt Jr., and given to 
the zoo. Two cubs from the collec- 
tion of eight black bears are kept 
in an outdoor inclosure, and their 
antics as they mocked, first, a 
Dempsey-Carpentier fight, and then 
two “trouble shooters’ climbing a 
telegraph pole amused the members 

f the zoo board. 

Eventually, every possible speci- 
men in the zoo will be kept in half- 
outdoo, half-indoor confines with 
artfully camouflaged barriers, if th 
plans of the board members are re- 
alized. Wires wil! steniieh be needed 

, to confine the monkeys and birds be- 
cause of their climbing and flying 
prociivities. The tigers will not be 
' placed in artificial jungles, but some 
arrangement will be made tor them. 
An outdoor paddock for elephants 
‘and hippopotami has already been 
built. 

Houses for Foxes and Wolves. 

In another month ths mew con- 
crete houses for foxes, wolves and 
coy®tes will be completed, and these 
animals will join the ranks of May 
movers. The board decided yester- 
day to utilize one end of the eagle- 
owl aviary for monkeys, to give them 
greater freedom and provide a big- 
ger space for the crowds of laugh-
